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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT 


HISTORY. 

HE fecord and third volumes of 
T “ FROISsaRT’s Chronicles,” trom 
the Hatod prefs, delerve the firtt netice in 
the clafs of hiltory. The principal cn. 
cumftance in which they differ from the 
former volume is in the plates, wh ch are 
no longer given in aqua-tint, but outline, 
The notes and correétions fiiil continue to 
be valuable ; and the work ittelt forms an 
elecant accefhion to our {tures of national 
hittory. 

The fourth volume of the ‘ H:fory of 
the Anglo-Saxons,” by Mr. TuRnNeER, 
claims the next place in curreview. Tie 
three former, which wee noticed long 
ago, comprized their civil and military 
hiftury ; but in this we are made acquaint- 
cdwith them in their private life ; and 
their manners, laws, cuitoms, poetry, re- 
ligion, literature, and language, are fuc- 
cellhve objects of attention. Many inte- 
reiting particulars concerning cur Angio- 
Saxon anceftors, which had been left un- 
noticed in their ancient manuicripts, are 
ere preferved ; and confiderable light is 
thrown on thole parts of their hiftory 
Which have been ufually deemed confuled 
end obicure. 6 Some of the fubjeéts of 
this volume (lays Mr. Turner) have becn 
the objects ef zealous controverfy.” But 
in thele quefti._ns he has diiregarded all 
theory and difpute, and confined hiaitetf 
to the tafk of ftating with care and treth 
the tats which ke found recorded on {uch 
peintsinthe Anglo-Saxen writers. On 
their chivalry, their laws, tenures, and 
etsy he has many new and curicus ob- 
liVations, but the portion of the work 
which has occupied his chiet notice is their 
literature. About a century ago, Refearches 
into Saxon liverature were more common 
than at pretent ; but its ftores were 
vod not sltogether fo arttriétive as was 
Chit expe@ted, and the ftudy fell gr-edu- 
“vy into dilrepute. The Ssxon Chro 
be and Laws, Alfred’s Orofius, Bede's 
stlaftical History, and the Four Gol-

pels, were found to be the chief works of 
intereft. The rett convilled either of ho. 
milies or books wh.ch might be better 
real in the tongues from which they were 
tranilated. Mr. Turner has however 
fhewn, that, even from theie, occafional 
notices may be gathered, highly illuftra- 
tive of ancient manners. Boihot the La- 
tin and the naive poetry of the Anglo. 
Saxons he has given the belt ipecimens 
with which we are acquainted, fome ot 
then from werks which have been already 
printed, and others trom manufciipts thae 
had never feen the light before. The pat- 
fages from the Saxon are tranfhated woth 
correStnefs. Many of them tend to con- 
firm the high char+Ster we have been fy 
long accuftomed to hear of the compoli- 
tions of King Alfred. But the belt are 
from the fecond Caedmon's Paraphrate on 
Genefis, who in polifh and fublimity had 
No competitor among the Anglo-Saxon 
poets. On the formation ef the Anglo- 
Saxon language, Mr. Turner has tollowed 
the theory ot Mr. Tooke. Altogether, 
the work, though not without faults, is 
highly creditable to his talents ard his ia- 
dutry. ;

‘<The Hiffory of Egypt, from the ear. 
lief? Accounts of that Country tll the Ex- 
pulfion cf the French from Alexandria in 
the Year 1801. By James WILSsON, 
Dp he 

Egypt has been fo long viewed as a land 
of woncers, that we cannot imagine a title 
more aitractive than one that fhall afford 
a prom fe of its hiftory. Its early renown 
for power, wealth, and {cience ; the ftu- 
pendous works of art with which it is 
adorned ; the various revolutions which 
have laid it wafle ; and the degeneracy of 
its prelent inhabitants ; are fubjeéts too 
firiking to leave a flight impreffion on the 
mind, With Dr. Wilfon’s hiltory, how- 
ever, we cannot fay we were delighted. 
Havine flightly defciibed the Gtuation and 
extcnt of Fgypt, its ancient inhabitants, 
their hiercglyphics, aris, and fciences, he 
proceeds with the remoteft annais of the 
country. In this portion of the work 
much mul, of courte, reft upon conjec- 
ture. Scfoftris the Sccond, he obferves, 
would not be deferving of our notice, if it 
were not to fugeelt the probability that, 
while he was upon the throne, the oppreff- 
ed Tiraelites departed fron: Egypt ; five 
penerations next (ucceed, during which no 
government is fpecified ; and even the 
piiloge and profanations of Cambyfes are 
pated over in a manner too rapid to fatisf 
the moti curfory reader. The fir vo- 
Jume comprizcs the hittory of Egypt till its 
entire corgqueit by Augufus; the fecond 
extends from the time when it became a 
Romain province to the tall of the Borgite 
eynatty 3; and the third from the co:m- 
mencdhrent of the Ottoman dynafly to the 
furrender of Alexandria to the Englith. 
While conjeftures on the formation of the 
Deita 3 the height of the Nile during the 
inundation , the Natron lakes ; the cities, 
towns, and villages, of Egypt; Cleepa- 
tra’s needles ; Pompey’s pillar ; the trade 
and commerce of Exvpt; its pretent in- 
habitants 5 their dre:s, manners, difcates, 
langucge, and religi n; all form topics of 
inquiry at the conclufion. Altogether, the 
hituy of Egypt feems to have been too 
hatiily compied 5 we are rarely made ac. 
guaimied with the authoritics whence the 
princi, al materials are drawn ; and its 
ftyle is very far below that which the jo. 
ber cigelry of hiflory requires. 

Of a minor kind, and of courfe ce. 
ving a lefs extended notice, is ** 4 fort 
Accwant of the Settlement, Produce, aad 
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Commerce, of Prince of Wales fant, ; 
the Straits of Malacca, by Sir Geoncs 
LEITH, Bart." Though thort, it is fy 
tisfactory, and comprizes every importart 
particular that eitlier the politician o: the 
gcneral reaver can with to be made ac. 
quainted with, 

Since Talleyrand has been {o great ay 
actor not cnly in the French Revoluti n, 
but in ail the fublequent feenes of tyranny 
which have marked the hiftory of by 
country, we fhall not feruple to pace the 
** Memoirs” which have appeared of him, 
by the emigrant author of the Revely. 
tionary Plutarch, in the clafs of hitory, 
The atiocities, however, which ar: 
afcribed to him, are fo numerous, and 
the initances even of early depravity (0 
incredible, that we cannot but inquire 
by what authorities the author has fup. 
ported his affertions ; and when we find 
that in many initances he has no better 
grounds for them than thofe which were 
afforded by defamatory pampbhle's in the 
mof turbulent part of the French revolu. 
tion, we can only pity his credulity tor 
relying on fuch authorities, and condemn 
his work as an infult on the judgmentot 
the public. ‘Talleyrand may be vicious, 
he may be crafty, bis mind may be pol- 
luted by the worit vices that can dilgrece 
humanity, and yet he will not be halt the 
monfter he is here reprefented. Lut, 
murder, rapine, and apoftacy, are far trom 
being the froogeft features of the piciure. 
If the only obje& of the work 1s to excite 
an abhorrence in its readers againft the 
prefent Government of France, we 3 
forry that the writer fhould adopt no bet: 
ter means: better were undoubtedly le 
fore him. -

Ie 
wis diawn up fo long ago as 1752, ard 
contains views which elucidate the so- 
vernment and character of the people o! 
Indotan with an accuracy anda {pirit of 
invelligation that has never been turpatled. 
The particulars are too intricate to be en- 
tered into here. We fhall content our- 
felves with prefenting to our readers a 
firong recommendation of the work. 

The eleventh and twelfth volumes 
which have now appeared, complete Mr.

will bear a high degree of iotereft. Atter 
a ftatement ot the d:fferent alterations, the 
motives are indufrioufly canvaffed which 
appear to have influenced the minitters 
by whofe advice they were made, and the 
fovereigns by whofe commands they were 
executcd ; finally obferving that the Go. 
vernment ct England has in general com- 
mitted fewer errors in regulating their 
coins than that of any other country of 
Evrope. The debafements of the coins 
of this kingdom have been lefs frequent 
and in a lets degree. Thefe different 
ftatements, however, form but the ground. 
work of the treatife. Having fhewn the 
various errors Committed by our ancettors, 
and the iil confequences that refulted from 
them, Lord Liverpool proceeds wiih feve- 
rai calculations to which it feemed necef- 
fary to refort; and having reverted to the 
principles cf coinage ftated in an early 
porion of the letter, propofes the eftablith- 
ment of amore periect monetary fyllem in 
future; endeavouring to prove, Firit, 
That the coins, which are to be the prin- 
cipal mrafure of property, ought to be 
made of one metal only. Secondiy, of 
what me‘al the coins of this kingdom, 
which are to be the principal meature of 
propery, ought to be made. And, 
Thiraly, upon what principies the coins 
of the othr metals cught to be made. 
Hiluftrating the whole by the fa&s which 
had been related in the hiftory already 
mentioned. Therelult of this tul! conti- 
deration cf fo extenfive, abitrufe, and in- 
tricate a fubjcét, is too copious to be ad- 
miited here. It is obferved by Lord Li- 
ver pool, that in a coun.ry like Great- Bri- 
tai, fo dillinguifhed for its afluence, and 
for the extenc of irs Commercial connec- 
ticns, t.e gold coins are the belt acapred 
te be the principal meaiure of property ;

He juftifies our re- 
newal of the war with Bonaparte. 

But a work of higher intereft is the 
“¢ Obfervations on the Prefent State of the 


Highlands of Scotland ; with a View of 
the Caufes and probable Confequences of 


Emigration,” by the Earl ot SeLKirk. 
The overthrow of the military fyftem 
which prevailed in the highlands previous 
to the rebcliion of 1745, gave rile toa re- 
volution in that of janded property. The 
chieftains of the country cealed to be pet- 
ty monarchs ; and as their attachment to 
their fubordinate aependarts wore away, 
their fucceffsrs thought lefs of the perio- 
nal fervice their tenantry might afford 
them, than of the better advantage t 
which they might tura the produce of theit 
eftates. During the operation of a change 
which has now become fo general in the 
highiands, much individual dittiels moft 
have been fuffered ; and means of liveli 
hood totally different to their former de. 
pendance, fought for by tho'e to wot 
the new fyfiem is found m it injurious. 
Toey who remove from their native {poh

With thefe views and impref- 
fions, at the clofe of the late war, Lord 
Selkirk became not only a theoretical but 
a practical coloniit, and eftablifhed a imall 
bedy of Highland emigrants on Prince 
Edward’s Hland, rear the coaflt of Nova- 
Scotia, where, that nothing might be 
wanting to enfure fucceis to his experi- 
ment, he attended tne pianting of the co- 
lony himtelf. In the clofing chapter of 
his work he has related in the moft fenfible 
and caniid manner the various obttacles 
be met with, the principles he adhered to, 
andthe happy progrefs of his exertions, 
The impolicy of endeavouring, by law, 
to prevent the emigrations of the High- 
landers, is fet forth in the moft itrking 
and impreflive manner ; and a line of con- 
duct, not merely fpeculative, drawn, the 
greatelt advantage of which can only be 
derived by the interference of the Govern- 
inent. Lord Seikirk deferves the thanks 
of the community. 

Among the polttical works of an infe- 
rior nature we rank the ** Remarks on the 
probable Condu& of Ruffia and France to- 
wards this Country.” It contains very 
little either of ftrong reafoning or novel 
information.

tory of the Deanery of Craven,” is the 
moft valuable topographical publication 
we have of late years feen; and pofleffes 
every quality which in fuch a work can 
prove attractive, either to the antiquary 
or the general reader. Could we fay as 
much for Dr. MiLver’s * Doncajffer” 
we fhould be glad: his opportunities in 
refpect to local information {vem to have 
been great, but in the acquirement of ina. 
terials from ancient and original docu- 
ments he dees not feem to have been fuc- 
cefstul. 

‘© The ancient Cathedral of Corawall 
bifforically farveyed,* by Dr. Wuita. 
KER, is another curious work. Its fubjec& 
may, at firft fight, feem confined ; but 
Dr. Whitaker has fo blended it with the 
civil and domeftic niltory of former pe- 
sicds, and has drawn information from fo 
many fources, both in this couatry and 
others, that the reader hardly conceives 
he is perufing the hittory of a fequcttered 
church.  Scrictly fpeaking, perhays a 
large portion of the work has but little 
reference to St. Germain’s ; but the anec- 
dotes detailed have been gathered with 
fuch afliduity and judgment, and are de- 
tailed with fuch fpirit and effect, that 
eandour will readily excufe them, Dr. 
Whitaker’s obfervations on ovr ancient 
architecture, in the fii ft volume, carry with 
them a high degree of interett. 

But in the topographical clafs we muft 
not omit an early notice of the fecond 
and third volumes of Mr. MALCOLM’s 
*¢ Londinium Redivivum.” His inform- 
ation, with very few exceptions, is fe- 
leéted from criginal fources. Stow, 
Maitland, Northouck, and Pennant, had 
gone before him; and he feems to have 
preferred forming a repofitory of mate- 
rials to the publication of a regular hil- 
tory. By far the mott interefing portions 
of the fecond volume are thofe waich re. 
Tate to the inns of court, and Pater-nofter 
Row. The de‘cription of St. Andrew's, 
Holborn, parith, bes much to miereit : 
and Mr. Malcoim has obtained a large 
portion of novel information in regard to 
Ely Place ; though the account of the Bri- 
tih Mufeum, to whofe ftores Mr. Mal- 
colin is indcb ed for the moit valuable of 
the anecdotes which give an interett to his 
work, is meagre in the extieme. The 
mott curious part of the third vulume ts 
that which concerns the hiltury of Sr. 
Paul's cathedral, in which a vavicty of 
particulars occue fupplementary «o Sir 
Wiltam Dugdale. For the purpofe of 
elucidating thele Mr. Malcolm’s oppor- 
tumitics were very great; amd he, in 
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courfe, makes due acknowledgem 

the indulgences permitted to him by _ 
dean and chapter. He has ls Sa 
light a variety of particulars relating t 
their ancient chantries; and fome sent P 
able documents which evince the jut , 
of the crown, at a former period in hs 
feizure of their lands, Nor, while fears 
ing the archives, did he negle®t inquiring 
into the hiftory of the ancient trudure 
“I have feen,”” he fays, “in the records 
of the chuich along roll of parchmen 
which is the year’s account of Richard 
de Sayé, matter of the works for 1334 
The fum total is 72/. 185. 2d.; and the 
carpenters received then 4d. sd. and 64, 
perday.”” The proceedings of Inigo Jones, 
and the extracts from the books of the 
matter workmen under Sir Chriftophe; 
Wren are important appendages, Te 
account of the Savoy hotpital is given in 
a valuable original hifory, compiied by 
the receiver-general of the duchy of Lan 
cafter ; and though we cannot praife its 
elegance, we can allow due credit for i's 
accuracy. ‘The matter, however, which 
both thefe volumes contaia, is too multi. 
farious to be completely noticed here, 
The extraéts from parith regiflers are by 
far too indifcriminate and numerous. Mr. 
Malcolm's ftyle, to fay the leatt of it, is 
clumfy: and though, as a mafs of curious 
information, we commend his work, we 
cannot always praife his judgment. —

By 
ALEXANDER Hay,” we wete 1d to ex- 
pect more than we found peiformed, 
Thoagh we readily confefs that, in an- 
other ienfe, we found more performed than 
we expected. They who have a 1 cal 
intereit in perufing it, will probably re- 
ceive more pleature from the clote than 
the beginning of the work: for our own 
part, we confider that the inhabitants of 
Chichetter might have had the hiftory of 
their city detailed tothem at a lower price. 
There are fome chapters in which Chi. 
¢hefter has no more an appropriate in erelt 
than Brecknock or Plymouth. Such is 
too frequently the cafe with our modern 
topographical produStions. 

Mr. Yates’s ¢ [luftration of the Mo.

woik he has prefented on it to the public 
every commendation, beth for elegance 
aud learning. Its object is to prove th:t 
one of the great fyuare chefts which are 
now in the court-yard of the Britifh Mu- 
feum, was originally conttiuéted to re- 
ceive the embalmed body of Alexander 
the Great. The theory is fupported by a 
large bedy of cuticus evidence ; the ge- 
nerali:y of which, however, is prefump- 
tive, and too many links are wanting im 
the chain of conneétion to fatisty the miud 
of the dilcerning reader. ‘That the apo. 
thecfis typified ov the inedals of Lylima. 
ehus is that of Alexander, or that the 
portrait exhibited is his, adinits of doubt:

treatment, has brought torward a ccm. 
derable ttore of information, and dilcufled 
the dilputed points with his accuttomed 
ingenuity. He confders the application 
of cold tothe gouty extremity 9s a danger- 
ous expedient. In this general objerva- 
tion we, conditionally and with confider- 
able qualification, acquiefce. We ave 
fatishied that there are numerous exam- 
ples of gouty inflammation, in which 
Dr. Kinglake’s recommendation may be 
foliow-d, both with jate:y and advantage ; 
bot until Dr. Kinglake or fome of his ad. 
vocates determine the criteria, by which 
the fafety of the remedy may be previ. 
oully afceriained, we cannot but conhider 
the doétrive, like other vague and indil- 
criminate rules, dangerous ; efpecially in 
the hands of careleds and indiicrimimating 
pradtitioncrs.

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common degree of zeal and impetuofity ; 
we mean on the fubject of the cow-pock. 
Al! great innovations in medicine have in- 
variably met with oppofition; and it was 
not likely that the cow pock fhould con- 
ftitute an exception to the general fact. 
It was not likely that the fubftitution of 
a mild and harmlefs diforder (if indeed 
it be entitled to the name of a aiforder), 
for a fevere ani peflilential difeafe, which 
not only inflicted fufferings of an alarm- 
ing nature to the individual, but extend. 
ed its baneful influence around to an in- 
definite extent, fhould be readily received 
by thofe who exercife medicine as @ trade, 
regardlefs of the facred duties of huma- 
nity, and of the inedical profefion. There 
were practitioners who, prejudiced againft 
the new difeafe at its introduction, have 
wa'ched the opportunity of venting their 
{pleen and their prejudices upon the pub- 
lic, and of traducing the new praétice by 
every means in their power. They have 
ftated facts upon evidence of the moft 
queitionable «ature; they have caricatured 
the ordinary complaints of the human 
body, in orser to imprefs the public with 
2 notion of the r betliality; they have de- 
icended to fophiitry, cant, and declama- 
tion, with the hope of mifleading the ig- 
norant and credulous; and they have not 
denied themfelves thofe powerful wea- 
pons, rdicule, wit, and waggery, as if 
the miferies and calamities of mankind 
were objecis of joke and merriment. But 
magna eft veritas, et prevalebit. Philo- 
fophy, which difdains the ule of arms like 
thefe, may be partially oppsefled and re- 
tarded for a time, but fhe will ultimat:ly 
triumph. We cannot indeed altogether 
approve of the acrimony and afperity with 
which fome of the advocates of the cow- 
pock have attempted to fupport their 
esufe. But others have combated with 
the firm bet mild {pirit of true philofophy, 
and have fucceeded in completely “invali- 
dating fome of the evidence of their ad- 
verlacies, and in throwing a ftrong fhade 
gt doubt and julpicion upornthe reit. 
Dr. Mosevey takes the lead on the 
adverfe ‘part of the vaccine controve: ly. 
He advances the ftrange dogma, that ana- 
logy may fuperfede the neceffity of expe- 
Yiment; and-tis @ priari reatoning, or, 
more correctly peaking, his prejudice, is 
Invincible. He ** (till thinks, as he 
though: in the year 1798, that experience 
4s not necefl ry to prove that the cow- 
pock can be no preventive of fmall-pox.” 
(See his Preface.) His pamphie: is well 
Wiitten; contains fome‘ wit, and much 
Glaffical allufion ; which, in truth, are 
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his fubftitutes for argument. He 
lected a ftore of faéts, of the evidence of 
which, however, it has been proved thor 
he has been more attentive tothe quantity 
than the quality. The ip/e dixit of ay 
old woman is affumed as Indubitable ay: 
thority, and hearfay is put down as cor. 
firmed fa&. Of the caniour and libers. 
lity of this work we can fay as little as of 
the argument employed in it. A calp, 
rational, and philofophical anfwer to thy 
rhapfodical compofition was publithed by 
Mr. Merriman, ina pamphlet which may 
be recommended to his brother-advocates 
of the vaccine practice, as a m del of 
controverfial propriety. Mr. Merriman 
juftly affirms, that in regard to the dif. 
eafes which Dr. Mofleley has afferted to 
{ucceed to the cow-pock, the fum of bis 
argument is * pof hoc, ergo propter bec.’ 
Difeafes have occurred afier (no mater 
how long attes) the cow-pock, therefore 
they were the effeé of the cow-pock, 
He points out a ftriking finularity in the 
controverfy formerly commenced by the 
oppofers of {mall-pox inoculation, and 
the vaccine controverfy, and fhews thata 
lift of difeates equally loathfome, and 
more h- rrible, was afcribed to that very 
inoculation (viz. of the fmall-pox), which 
it is now their interett to recommend 
Aad be has adduced fatisfactory proofs 
that in one cafe of fujp: fed tarlure (Mr. 
Cu:lbng’s child), the fucceesing dileate 
was chicken-pox, not finali-pox; and in 
another, where the patient was fated to 
have died in confequence ot difeale lett by 
the cow puck, he die’, in fad, of perp: 
neumony, Several months after that dilate 
had Jeft him. 

Mr Rune has alfo favoured the pub- 
lic with * An Anfwer to Dr. Mofeley, 
which is charate ized, as heretofore, by 
acrimony, farcafm, avd confiderab:e i 
gument.

Dr. penton in his “ at ne 
the Objections againft the Cow- 4 
attempted, in a popular — -ingsialss

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as they denominate themfelves. We cans 
not compliment him either on the per{pi- 
cuity or the conciufive nature of bis argu- 
ments. The practice has found a better 
advocate, in the fame brief and popular 
ity'e, in the anonymous author of ** £x- 
tofitions on the Coww-Pock and on the Small 
Pox,’ in which feveral miftaken points 
are rectified, and in which there is much 
clear and fatisfactory reafoning, addrefled 
to the minds of parents, with a fpirit of 
mild benevolence, that does honour to the 
writer. 

The vaccine preventive, however, has 
met with its arch-enemy in Dr. Rowley; 
who, with a difpofition worthy of the 
Brodums and Sviomons of the age, has 
exhibiced the title-page of his pamphlet in 
every corner of the metropolis, where a 
dead wall or adeterted houte afforded him 
the Opportunity. He calculated, no 
coubt, dike thofe modelt gentlemen, that 
the incieafe of his practice in the {mall- 
pox, which would hence accrue, would 
compenfate for the great expence of this 
mode of adveriitement. He acknowl dges 
his belief that ‘he greate: portion of man- 
Kind are poflefled ot an ample fhave ot ig- 
horance and credulity ; and the principal 
obje&t of his pamphlet appears to be to 
take advantage ot thefe prevailing quali- 
ties, in order, firlt, to recommend the re- 
introduction of variolous inoculatioa, and 
f:condly, to intimate that he is poflefid 
ot a peculiar, ** certain, experienced, and 
fucce(sful method” of treating that dif- 
tale. We cannot jultly chara&terize this 
pamphlet, without employing fuch terms, 
expreilive of cur contempt, difapproba- 
tion, and difgutt, as would favour too 
thongly of that vulgarity and acrimony 
with which it is itfelt replete. We are 
fatished, however, that among the intel- 
lizent part of the community it has pro- 
duced an ‘effe& almost the reverie of that 
which the author intended ; and that the 
number of the ignorast and credulous, 
whom he h ped to delude and make cun- 
ver's to his tenets, is confiderably leis 
than he anticipated. Dr. Rowley has al- 
tady received fume aniwers, efpecially 
from Dr. H. Frafer, and a writer who de- 
benates himielt by the title of Aculeus. 
Doe latter has replied in a vein of wony ; 
purpotely, he intorms us, avoiding all ar- 
f£ument, as an article in which Dr. Row- 
ley does nor ulually deal. Upon the 


Whole, his ** Letters’ are diffule and fee- 
bie in ttyle, and his irony is feldom very 
acutely pointed. Thereply of Dr. Fra- 
ler, an his hatty and rather crude pam- 
pulet, aims a very ineffectual blow at the 


oppofition of Dr. Rowley. Some other 
writerson both fides of the qBeftion have 
alfo appeared, but they have excited lef 
attention than thofe which we have enu- 
merated. The belt anfwer tothe antago- 
pilts of the pragtice confitts ip a refuta. 
tion of their pretended fads, which in fe. 
veral inftances has been fully accom- 
plithed. 
BIOGRAPHY. 

Among the principal of the biographi- 
cal works, we notice Mr. Cooke's “ Me. 
moirs of Samuel Foote, £/3. With a Col- 
leAion bf bis genutne Bon- Mots, Anec.totes, 
Opinions, &e. mojily criginal; and three 
of his dramati® Pieces not publi/bed in is 
Works.’ The Memos are written in a 
pleafing, interefting manner, and ce:tain- 
ly fupply a chafm in our hiterary and thea. 
trical hittory which never was io well Billed 
up before. Fogte's lite, trom beginning 
toen’, wasa tiflue of adventure: he ap- 
pears to have been always thoughtleis ia 
theex'reme. Having watted two tortures, 
and been lucky enough to receive a third, 
he only wrote this mot’o on his carriage, 
© Tserum, tterum, iterumgue”’ Ota vo- 
latile difpofition, he appeare rarely ta 
have troubled himielf with deep reflec. 
tion; but merely fecking what was ridt 
culous in each man’s character, whom he 
deemed of tuticient confequence, be held 
it forth, very treque tly upon the lage, 
and made it fupply thote deficiencies 
which unlimized expence occ sh. ned to his 
income. How far the Memoirs ef fuch 
a man are calculated for entertainment 
may be eaii'y difcovered. Many of the 
bon-mots and anecdctes are entireiv ree sy 
and the editor may claim fome merit in 
having fuppre Ted a tew which would pro- 
babiy have been no honour to the publi- 
cation; fenfible that wharthe buarnty of 
focial life is backward to endure, oughe 
never to be obtruded on the public ina 
printed form. The tele of the firtt vor 
lume is embellifhed with an elegant por- 
trait of Foore, {rom an original pitture. 

The “ Public Charagers of 1805-6" 
are written much in the fame ftyle with 
thofe of former volumes. In the pretent 
the memoir of Mr. Abbot, the Speiker 
of the Hou’e of Commons, is one of the 
moft isterefting.

Hefer and Ems;” has entered very 
deeply into its philofophical principles, 
and he has recorded the praétical as well 
as the theoretical part of knowledge. The 
work is divided into feven books, each of 
which is afligned to the trafhe of fume 
particular country: of thefe, five relate 
to thofe which are re‘pectively mentioned 
in the title; the third to Mecklenburg, 
and the feventh to Great Britain. In 
treating of each of thefe countries fepa- 
rately, he prejents firit its general means 
and accommodations of cominerce, its ex 
tent, feas, rivers, means both.of external 
and internal communication and produce ; 
proceeds toits fea.ports, and afterwards 
to fuch internal eftablifhments, whether of 
trading companies or banks, which feem 
connected more remotely with commerce 5 
and concludes with the exports and im- 
ports. Without entering into more mi- 
nute ftatements, or examining the parti- 
cular opinions of the author, let it fuffice 
to obferve that his work prefents a more 
complete body of intelligence on the com- 
mercial operations and capacities of the 
north of Europe, than we have ever feen 
before, and that it will be found equally 
ufeful to the trader and the ftatefman. 

Mr. LuccOCK’s performance on ‘ The 
Nature and Properties of Wool,” though 
better calculated tor the manufactures than 
the farmer, Contains a variety of curious 
information. The part which diicrimi- 
nates the different forts is perhaps the mok 
valuable.

* A Voyage round the World, in the 
Years 1801, 1802, 1803, and 1804; ia 
wvbich the Author wijited the principal 
Iflands in the Pacific Ocean, and the Eng- 
tifh Setilements of Port Fackfon and Nor- 
Folk Ifland”’ By Joun TurnsBu.u. 

It may be proper to obferve of Mr. 
Turnbull's voyage, that it was originally 
written with no other view than the amufe- 
ment and information of his private friends, 
tirough whofe perfuafions he has at length 
Sven it to the world. It has one merit 
which will certainly be acknowledged by 
reaters of every clais who may perufe it: 
atisfree from a Variety of details with 
wich the generality of fuch works are 
ulually overloaded, and prefents us with 
No technical extracts from the log-books of 


the voyage. The obje& o 
ing was commercial : . seen ter 
the Americans did not carry on ag 
tive trade to the North-weft of aur 
continent they inhabit, The idea i 
had firit occurred while Mr. Tumba 
was fecond officer of the Barwell, in 
voyage from China 1 5799 5 and havin 
en communicated to fome gentlemen } 
well-known mercantile enterprife, they 
not only approved of the {péculation, bug 
Jott no time in preparing for its execution 
A new hhip, built wholly of Britith cak, 
was at length purchafe.!, and the command 
of it given to the gentleman who hid 
been fifi officer of the Barwell, while the 
cargo and trading part was intrufted to 
Mr. Turnbull: and having each of them, 
as owners, confiderab'e fhares, they weie 
equally interefted in the fuccefs of the 
voyage. Having completed all their we. 
parations, they fet fail from Portiinourh 
on the rft of July, 1800, and with fair 
wirds and fanguine hopes foon reached 
the ifland of Madcira, where Mr. Ture. 
bull complains bitterly of the innumerable 
fwarms of begging triars. In the fur. 
ther progrefs of the voyage they were lo 
hampered by foutherly winds, as to have 
approached within two degrees and a hat 
of the coaft of Brazil; when the vad 
being new and unfeafoned, they bore up 
to St. Salvadore, to obtain repairs previ. 
ous to their entering into the higher lai 
tudes. Refpeéting the Brazls, Mr. 
Turnbull expreffes himfelf very Free'y, 
and without referve. Every thing heiaw 
there convinced him of the value of this 
fettlement to the Britifh emp-re, in the 
event of arupture between England and 
Portugal. Though perhaps he docs ro 
take ulterior confiderations into view wher 
he obferves, that if ae — . 
ate us in gaining poflefiion of them, 
aul capeiel the lofs of Malta and 
Egypt. Having tonched at the art 
Good Hope, of which Mr. Tur il 
ives a favourable account, the “ 
ttood direétly for New Holland, — 
confiderable attention fcems 0 year 
paid to the population, general . a st 
of the fettlers, and civil neat 
Sydney. The general charatter © “a 
natives of New South Wales - a 
means favourable. Mr. TE a 
fiders the aboriginal inhabitants © 
diftant regicn as indeed beyond Te ie 
the moft barbarous on the oer aster 
globe, and objerves woh pay ec 
Europeans there has beeo pea fngulat 
tual for their civiization. fonal quali 
talents at mimicry, ther pe ie 
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ties, punifhments, cuftoms, &c. are moft 
entertainingly delcribed ; and fome fub- 
jects treated on which have been but little 
fpoken of by former writers. But the 
principal part of Mr. Turnbull's obfery- 
ations are confined within the trepics, 

articularly to the Society and Sandwich 
iflands, where the reader will perceive a 
wonderful contrait in the genius and dii- 
pofitions of the two nations. The one 
making rapid advances towards civiliza- 
tion, and a knowledge of the mechanical 
arts; the other, for whom nature may be 
faid to have exerted her utmott efforts, by 
a ttrange perverfion of her laws, lifting 
upahigh hand to countera& her inten- 
tions. Much alfo will be tound relating 
to the prefent ftate of the miflionaries. 
Would the linits of our retrofpeét allow 
a complete analyfis of the voyage, we 
would very readily prefent it to the reader. 
Of the inhabitants of Otaheite, Neitea, 
and Maura, many of the anecdotes are 
not only new, but curious; and in the 
defcription of the Sandwich Iflands, we 
found an account of Tamahama, their 
great chief, which at the prefent moment 
cannot but be highly interefting. Tama- 
hama, he obferves, is no unworthy imi- 
tator of his European original: his 
haughty tone to hisenemies, and his ge- 
nius and {pirit of enterprize in creating 
refources which did not exift before him, 
may not unjuftly bring him into a com- 
parifon with the Emperor of the French. 
The particulars that relate to him are re- 
markable:—he has created for his country 
alittle navy, and feems to poffels a genius 
far above his fituation. Mr. Turnbull's 
micelaneous remarks on the manners, 
cuftoms, population, &c. of the Oraneit- 
ans, are very numerous ; and he tupplies 
more tacts for the illuitration of polisical 
enquiries than any vifitant who went be- 
fore him, 
murder and human facrifices, are among 
the reafons which account for the fingular 
dimnotion in the numbers of their people: 
added to which, the do@rine ot fatality 
prevails amongft them to a moft fingular 
excels. Every difeafe is the immediate 
foniequence of the vengeance of their of- 
fended deities, and therefore every thought 
of Temedy or relief is rejeéted, as equally 
Uielefs and impious ; they are left to their 
te, and thew difeafes are unfor‘unately 
uch as, however eafy of cure under a 
'egular courfe, are but too fatal when 
ee augment under neglect.

Orsheite, he arrives a fecond time at Port 
Jackfon, where a longer refidence enabled 
him to form a better view both of the 
flate of the colony and its adminiftration. 
Upon the firf eltablithinent of this fettle- 
ment, the policy of the {chcine was much 
doubted, and its future exitience treited 
by many as vifionsry : ‘ But the expe- 
timent,”’ fays Mr. Torabull, “ of a re- 
gular government fur fifteen years, ina 
Tegion to exteniive and {> diftant from tle 
mother-country, has now been mide, aid 
the colony at prefent wears a favourable 
aipe&.””

© Defcription of the Ijand of St. He- 
lena ; containing Objervations om its jin- 
gular Strudiure and F.rmation, and an 
Account of its Climate, Natural Hijiory, 
and Inhabitants. 

Siint Helena, fituated abouta thoufand 
mies to the fouthward of the equinoctial 
line, and nearly at the fame dittance from 
the weitern fhere of Africa, was ditcovered 
by the Portuguefein 1508. Tt was at that 
time without inhabitants, without qu id- 
rupeds, and almott without birds. Tre 
Englith mace a fettlement on it an 1660; 
and in 3633 the Dutch tock it by tur- 

rize. It was retaken the following y:ar, 
with the Dutch thips in the roads, by 
Captain Munden: and hay remained ever 
fince in the potiefion of the Englith Bat 
India Company. The wildnefs and tr- 
regularity of its afpect lugectts the idea 
that the lind was produced by tubter- 
ranean fire, and the obfervations ot the

to corroborate the notion. In te wo 


firft chap'ers, the origin and format.4n ot 
this curious ifland are attempred to be 
explained, from the baialne and other 
mineralogical appearances of Is ftiara. 
In the third we Sind its¢ inarea ddifcats 
treated : the grea‘cit inconvenicnce of tue 
former feems 10 be the fc ntinely and Une 
rvda's pe wisaritics 
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fident inhabitants, and of the hydrophobia 
from among the dogs. The fourth chap- 
ter is principally devoted to the indigenous 
and exotic plants, as well as to the prin- 
cipal means whofe adoption might faci- 
litate the further cultivation of the ifland. 
About feventeen years ago, it feems, an 
attempt was made towards its general im- 
rovement ; when fome of the inhabitants 
formed themfeives into an agricultural 
fociety ; and though their means were too 
confined and feanty for any very beneficial 
confequences to enfue, the general refult 
of fome of their earliett experiments, 
which were fuccefsful as far as they were 
carried, is here recorded for the encoursge- 
ment of others. The fifth and laft chap- 
ter, on the inhabitants! and interior ¢ir- 
cumftances of the ifland, is by far the 
mioit lively and entertaining. The fitu- 
ation of little colony, the author ob- 
ferves, embofomed in the recefles of a 
rocky ifland, and feparated by an immenfe 
ocean from the troubles and calamities of 
the furrounding world, we fhould wil- 
lingly figure to ourfelves as the retreat of 
happineis, which thofe who fought tor it 
in retirement might expect to find in the 
valicys of St. Helena: but the inhabi- 
tanis, he tells us, confider their fituation 
as a fiate of exile 5 their opportunities of 
obtaining wealih are few ; the fcene around 
them is confined; and cut off as they 
are, during the greateft part of their time, 
from all intercourfe with the ret of the 
world, we cannot be furprifed to read that 
the arrival of she homeward bound Indiamen 
is with them the greateit event of the year. 
Having confidered the gieat advantages 
and occafional inconveniences of St. He- 
lena as a ftation for our fleets fince the 
ceffion of the Cape, the author concludes 
with obferving that its internal refources 
for the benefit of our thipping might, 
with a litle care, be much augmented.

Mr. MawmMan’s © Excurfion to the 
Hiyhlaads of Scotland, and the Englih 
Lakes,’ contains nothing which can raife 
its author above the ordinary lift of tour- 
its, His remarks in moft infances are 
fenfible ; but the perufal of his work has 
added nothing to the knowledge we ob- 
tain from thole who went before him.

vio O.fini, who was the firt purchafer of 
them. From him they became the pros 
perty of Sextus Quintus, and were pure 
chafed by Sir Richard Worfley when the 
marbles of the Villa Negroni were difpofed 
of. Among the belt of the numerous 
baffo-relievos and other fragments from 
Athens, is one above the door-cafe of the 
dining-room, which appears from the di. ’ 
mentions, ftyle, and beauty of the fculptuie, 
to have formed part of the frieze of the cell 
of the Parthenon, defigned by Phidias and 
executed by his bef f{cholars. Another, 
in the fame room, is a moft interelling 
monument in low alto relievo, found ia 
the Metropolis, 1785, reprefenting a Sy- 
ren in affli&tion for having been excelled 
by the Mufes in finging : a fepulchral 
fragment of inimitable Greek tculpture, 
of Pluto leaning upon a couch, attended 
by a young cup bearer, the fubject of 
which is unique, is another : befide two 
Herm of Alcibiades and Sophocles, of 
the fineft Greck fculpture, difcovered in 
the ruins of the Prytancum: a but ot 
Caracalla: and a coloffil head of Venus, 
A-nong the belt paintings, the following 
are mentioned in the dining-room. Tw 
great land{capes by Francefco Zuccares 
faid indi(putably ft be the fine pidtwrc 
which he ever produced : an unfinilh:d 
painting of Our Saviour driving the 
trom the Temple, by Paul Veronele : the

the drawing-room are landicapey ’

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In the library, befide a capital picture by 
Titian, reprefenting the Pilgrims at Em. 
maus; St. John watching the Intant 
Chrift, by Guido ; and a head by Raphael ; 
gre fome old Englith portraits, the prin- 
cipal of which are, Henry VIII. and Ed- 
watd VI., by Holbein ; the former pre- 
feated to Sir James Wortley by Henry 
himlelf ; Hobbes of Malmfbury, by Van- 
dyke; and Brandon Duke of Suffolk (in 
the time of Henry VIII.) and his wite the 
Queen- Dowager of France, by Mabeute. 
And in the ftudy, in a mahoganycafe, a 
beautiful pi€iure of Jupiter and Antiope, 
by Anmbal Caracci 5 the Alcnymilt, by 
Oitade; and a very fine landicape by 
Cliude. Exclufive of thefle, the pictures 
by inferior mafters, the portraits, copies, 
and drawings, are extremely numerous ; 
wih avery iarge collection of bronzes and 
intaglius. To which the Addenda adds a 
very fine academical fiziwe of St. John in 
the Wildernefs, by Annibale Caracci ; a 
portrait of the old Duchefs of Lorraine, 
by Rembrandt ; and two mott beautiful 
cahinet-pictures 5 oné of Jelus in the 
Cradle, with the* Holy Family, by Par- 
megiano ; the other of an Angel thewin 
the Tomb to the three Mary's, by Alba- 
no. Altogether, a more curious collection 
has been rarely found inthe hands of an 
individual. Many of the beft {pecimens 
which compofe it were obtained by Sir 
Richard himfelf while on his travels ; and 
others were purchafed at a very great ex- 
pence.

POETRY. 


A new edition of the Englith tranflation 
of * Ofian's Poems’ may at firlt fighe 
perhaps have but {mall title to the reader's 
potice; but Mr. Lainc's edition ts accom- 
panied by copious illuftrat ons, and a com- 
mentary, which mult be hiehly acceptable 
to thofe who ftill deem the Works of Offian 
aforgery. ‘To us, however, he feems too 
minute. Imications and coincidences, at 
whatever diflance, are deemed bold pla- 
giaries ; and he fometimes trifles like a 
commentator upon Shake!peare. 

For the tender and pathetic we have not 
a better vulume to recommend than thie 
which contains the feleStion of the late 
Mr. LoGan’s ** Poems.’ His odes and 
lyrics delerve thé highelt fhare of praite ; 
and though the tragedy of Runnamede is 
not enti'led to unexcep'ionable commen- 


dation, it has many beauties. 


Among the more elegant works in the 
lichter clafs, we notice “ The Sports of 
the Genii,” by Mis. Hunter. I he 
The Genii, however, are not thole of 
Arabian fition. They confit of Ire 
groupes o! Cupus, lelected from the pert 
tolio of Mifs Sulan Macdonald, the ‘ae 
amiable daughter of the Lord Chiet B:- 
ron, Alter obferving generally that the 
talte of the etchmgs is rivalled hy the po- 
etry, we fall prefent our readers withthe 
Epi ogue :

Authors grave, and learn Jd, an3 Wile, 
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can well allow. He has tricd his talent 
at varieties of verfe; and though he may 
not be as fucce{s‘ul in the epigram as in 
the fonnet, he is refpectable both in his 
original poetry and in his imitations. Of 
the latter, his fonnets from Petrarch are 
the beft. We recommend him moft hear- 
tily to cultivate his talent. 

Mis. Mitne’s ‘* Simple Poems on 
Simple Subjeds” delerve particular encon- 
rayement ; not fo much, perhaps, for the 
extraordinary merit of her peeiry, as on 
account of the fingular circumftances un- 
der which it appears to have been written. 
The Mule is rarely aufpicious to a life of 
manual labour. 

Mr. Suee’s ** Rhymes o2 Art’ have 
confiderable merit; though among great 
beauties we notice occafional defeéts. 
The tribute to the memory of Sir Jofhua 
Reynolds, and the picture of a true pain- 
ter, are among the belt pafi-ges. The 
tendency of the poem is undoubtedly to 
encourage the Britifh tchool of painting. 

Among the poetry too we may very 
properlyeiniert * Specimens of early Exgiifh 
Metrical Romances chiefly written diring 
the early Part of the Fourteenth Century ;” 
to which is prefixed an Hittorical Iatro- 
duction, intended to allutirate the Rife 
aud Progrefs of Romantic Competition in 
France and England ; by Georce E.- 
Lis, Efg. 

Theie wolumes are intended by Mr. 
Ellis to fupply a chafm im his former 
work of * Specimens of early Englith 
Poets,’* by explaining more fully the p:o- 
grets of our peetry and language from the 
early part of the thirteeith to the middle 
of the fourteenth century ; and exhibiting 
a general view of our romances of chi- 
valiy in their earlieft and fimpleft: form. 
‘The romances themfelves are divided into 
the following clafles :—1. Romances re- 
lating to King Arthur; 2. Angio-Saxon 
romances 3 3- Anglo-Norman romances ; 
4. Romances relating to Charlemagne ; 
s- Romances of Oriental origin ; and 6. 
Mi'cellancous romances. The general 
Cutline, and even the finalleft incidents cf 
eoch fiory, are faithfully given in plain 
proie, but interfperied throughout with 
Juch paflages of the originals as appeared 
worth preterving either trom their poeti- 
cal merit, the correét pi@tures which they

When the writings of a peet have pafled 
the ordeal of opin.on through fucceffive 
generations, and his fame contyoues uniune- 
paired, we have little elie to do than to 
hail him as one of the immortals: while 
the man, who pretumes to comment on his 
works, becomes the principal object of the 
critic's notice. 

Of the life which is prefixed, Mr. Todd 
exprefles himifelf in a manner truly mo- 
det; “I have added,” he fays, ‘* a very 
humble account of the life cf Spenter, 
dr:wn from authentic records, the cu- 
fiolity and impo-tance of which will, I 
trut, be admitted by the liberal and can. 
did as an apology for the want of hio. 
graphical elegance. The reader will, 
with me, lament that even the materials 
which J have brought together, and that 
materials ftill more interefting were not 
obtained by Johntcn; for Jokinfon long 
fince faid that he would have readily fa- 
voured the world and gratified his fove- 
reiga, by a life of Spenier, if he had been 
able to obtain any new materials for the 
purpofe.”” As a narrative it is both cu- 
rious and fober, aad forms the principal 
portion of original matter which the work 
contains, The ftrange florics of lord 
Burleigh’s interception of the Queen’s 
bounty, and the poet’s extraordinary in- 
troduction to Sir Philip Sydnev, are prov- 
ed to have been without foundation; and 
Svenfer reprefented not to_ have dird 


in poverty but affluence. The facts by 


which thefe curious anecdotes are eliab- 
lthed, only prove that the errors of Spen- 
iev's turmer biographer’s are unpardona- 
ble. The portrait with which the life is 
embcilifhed is from the only original 
known, in the pofleffion of the Eurl of 
Kinnoul at Dupplin Cattle. In the chro- 
nological enumeration of Spenfer’s works, 
however, there are many particulars which 
mizht have been referred with greater 
Pieoriety to fudfequent portions of the 
“erk.

In the fir volume of a work, entaticd 
“6 Academical Quelions,” Mr. menek 
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was agitated in the academy of Plato. 
It is a work which unquettionably difplays 
ftrong powers of mid; but it is an at- 
tack upon almoft every fyftem of philo- 
fophy and every philofopher, from the days 
of Arift tle to Profeffor Kant. 

Mr. KNiIGHT’s work on the * Prin- 
ciples of Tafie,”’ furnifhes abundant mat- 
ter for curicus examination. The col- 
Jateral fubjects of his inquiry are multi- 
farious ; and unprodu€tive as the title of 
the book may probably feem to fome 
r-aders, the perufal of it will be found 
both entertaining and inftruétive. On the 
arts of elegance, Mr. Knight’s obferva- 
tions convey a more than ordinary fhare 
of interett; and on Gothic architeéture 
they are, for the moft part, new. He 
coniiders what we call the cathedral or 
monattic gothic as a manifeft corruption 
of the facred archite€ture of the Greeks 
and Romans, by a mixture of the Mocrifh 
or Saracenefque, formed, according to his 
ideas, out of a combination of the Egyp- 
tian, Perfian, and Hindoo; and the 
pointed arch, which we call the gothic, 
he at lait determines to be the primitive 
arch. In amoral point of view, how- 
ever, the principles of Mr. Knight's in- 
quiry feem more Jax than thofe of Mr. 
Allifon. 

Of importance to the trading, perhaps,

Having given a fhort account of Swedith 
Finland, our traveller arrives at the im- 
portant bridge which feparates the Swe. 
difh trom the Ruffian territories ; and 
proceeds through Frederickfham toward 
Petertburg, where the manners, as well as 
the artificial curiofities, of the city are de- 
fcribed in a manner truly entertaining : 
and the fourteenth chapter of the wo.k is 
entirely devi ted to the melancholy death 
ot the late E:nperor. ‘To afford even a 
tiicht idea here of the numerous anecdotes 
with which Mr. Carr has enlivened his 
narration, is impofhible: he feems every 
where to have fallened on the moit 
difcriminating traits of natiomal cha- 
acter: he appears to defcribe icenery 
and manners with equal propriety and 
correctnel» : and the detaiis which he pie- 
ferves of coins and polt-charges are well 
ceiculated to facilitate the fteps of thote 
who may hereafter follow him. Quisting 
Peteriburg, he proceeded by Narva, Riga, 
and Mittau, and at Jaft reached the barrier 
of the Ruflan empire at Polangen. Me 
mel, Koningtberg, and Dantzic, are the 
principal places in Pruffia which Mr. Care 
deicribes in the way to Berlin ; and at 
Fraweburg he paid a vifit to the tomb 
of Copernicus. ‘* The road to Berlin (he 
lays) has in one refpeét a great advantage: 
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there is a conftant and rapid fucceffion of 
towns and villages, but no (cattered cor- 
taves;: upon every acclivity the traveller 
commands fix or feven f{pires riting fiom 
little clumps of trees and cluters o;

HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF AMERICAN LITERATURE.

POLITICS. 

N moft of our former Retrofpective 
it Notices of the United States we have 
heen induced to prefix to our account of 
Political Literature fome obfervations on 
the ftate of the nation with refpeét both to 
domeltic concerns and foreign relations — 
Conceiving that this new country exhi- 
bits to the world fome rare political phe- 
nomena, we have prefumed that the pub- 
lic might feel fome intereft in viewing a 
fketch of its prefent fituation. As every 
individual pofleffes the right of forming 
his opinions on his own model, and of de- 
cently prefenting them to the community, 
we make no apology to fuch as are inclin- 
ed to look at this objeét through a diffe- 
rent medium. 

Having on former occafions reprefented 
this country as eminently peaceful, happy, 
2nd flourifhing, we find no reafin, at pre- 
leat, to vary the defeription. Alshough 
the ftorms of party-rage may fometimes 
tole and detorm the furface of {i ciety, 
“e are perfuaded that the molt enthubaitic 


republican, if called to exhibit in the moft 
advantageous point of view his favourite 
form ot government, would initanrly fe- 
le&t the United States as the bert ex mM} le 
of ancient or modern times to demonitrate 
the truth of his theory, and t> thw how 
perfectly the pri: ciples of freedom, ond 
all the bleffings ot focial life, may con- 
fpire, under that fyitem of organization, 
to render a community happy ard tecure. 
It is not poffible tou homan affairs to exhi- 
bit a more pleafing alpect than the preiert 
political condition of the United States — 
At peace with all the world (exe pting 
the Tripolitan war, which is too diitane 
and too unimportant to de'erve notice 
here), there isevery probabiiry of a lung 
lapfe of time taking place before this peace 
can fuffer any interruption. The natural 
and moral cau‘es which kad nations into 
war in other parts of the w old, et! er do 
not exif in this country, Of exif in fuch 
little force as fcarce'y to produce any tle 
5 
a re eleStion of Mr. JEFFERSON to 
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the office of Prefident of the United 


States, and of Mr. CLinron to that of 
Vice-Prefident, which took place early in 
the prefent year, exhibited fo near an ap- 
proach to unanimity as to excite much 
furprize. No doubt was entertained of 
the prefent fyitem ot adminiftration being 
acceptable to a large majority of tie na- 
tion. But after fuch active and unwea- 
ried efiorts on the part of the Oppofition 
to calumniate that fyfiem, it was hardly to 
be expeéted that fo fall a portion of the 
people would fuffer themfelves to be led 
a(tray by them fiom their beft intereits. 

The licentioufnels of the preffes em- 
ployed in oppofiticn to the prefent Admi- 
niltration has been carried to fuch an ex- 
ce{s of violence and malignity, as totally 
to defeat the deligns of thofe who condu&- 
ed them. Truth may be obfcured to a 
certain point, but muft not be tco fra- 
grantly mifreprefen‘ed and iniuited by 
thofe who mean to deceive. A weak and 
abiurd degree of virulence has in this 
cale not only defeated its own purpotes, 
but, by raliying the triends, and expoling 
the arts and dehgns of the enemies, of the 
exilting government, has done it real and 
Jafting fervice. 

{t would be unneceffary at prefent to 
reiterate the oblervarions which have 
been forme:ly made to evince the proipe- 
rous fituation and briliart profpeds of 
the United States. All the fources of 
opulence, fecurity, independence, and 
power, which have heen heretofore no- 
ticed, are {till abundant and inexhauftible ; 
and new ones aie conttantly opening, 
which promife to furpals the old in exube- 
rance. Leavingit, therefore, tothe voice 
of tacts, to @he confidence and affe&ti ins 
of the people, and to the award of potte- 
rity, to bettow adue tribute of praife on 
the prefent iyttem of politica! meaiures, 
we proceed to tlie details of political lite. 
ature, 

A great mafs of pamphlets and other 
Minor publications on political fubjeéts 
are ine flantly iluing trom the prefs in the 
United States. It would be impracticable, 
as well as an abu'e of the time and pa- 
tience of the reader, to notice the chicf 
part of therm. 

The Con'tirutionalift : addrefled to 
Men of all Parties in che United States, 
by AN American,” ts high. intitied to 
notice. This perrormance is juaicionfly 
dtiigned to expofe fome of the wild, exua- 
Vosant, and aniurce ex ulane.s of renudli- 
canifm: which have here and there occa.

The Rev. Dr. Dwicur’s * Sermon on 
the Death of Mr. Ebenezer Grant Marfh, 
Senior Tutor and Proteffor-Elect of Lan- 
guages and Ecclefiattical Hiltory in Yale 
Colieze, Connecticut, is detigned to com- 
memorate the talents and virtues of a pro- 
mibng young man, who probabiy tell a 
victim to his intenfe applicaticn to Rudy, 
ani who had given his friends the bett 
reafons to entertain flattering hopes of his 
re(pectability and ufetulnefs in lite. This 
fermon is very well written. Befides be- 
flowing a well-merited eulogy on the cha- 
sacter of the deceafed, it exhibits in a 
rain of impreffive eloquence the uncer- 
tainty, fhortnefs, and vanity, of human 
lite. 

From the pen of the fame author the 
public have lately received a ¢* Sermon on 
Duelling,”” which is well calculated to 
expole the folly, guilt, and barbarity, of 
that cuftom. It ia to be greatly regretted 
that penal ftatutes and moral: harangues 
bave hitherte. effeSed fo little towards the 
ex'irpation of this relic of feudal ferocity. 
We fear this well-meant endeavour will 
Biave the fate of all preceding exertions of 
a timilar kind.- Tre ability-difplayed by 
tie author in the compofition of this fer- 
mon, and the animated terms in which he 
holds up to public deteftation the atro- 
Cioulnels of this {pecies of homicide, en- 
title him to the thanks of every friend of 
humanity and every lover of the peace 
and good order of fociety. The author, 
it we miltake not, is the fame perfon who 
lome years ago publithed fome poetical 
pieces, whicl were a good deal circulated 
and commended in that portion of the 
United States commonly called New- 
England. 

The frequency of felf-murder for fore 
Yeats paft in the United States,—a coun- 
try of ail others in the world the lealt like- 
‘Ys Ma tpeculative point of view, lO pros 
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duce inftances of fuch a crime,has in. 
duced the Rev. Dr. Minter, of New. 
York, to prefent to the public two dil- 
courtes on ‘* The Guilt, Folly, and 
Sources of Suic hie Toete dilcourles 
will be read with intereft by all who are 
ANxious to fee demonitrated the connection 
between virtue and happinets, vice and 
mifery. They ditplay much acquaintance 
with human nature, and correct views of 
mott of thole habits, indulgences, and 
Vices, which are apt to betvay the un. 
guarded and inexperienced fuccetlively 
into languor, melancholy, wearilomeneis 
of life, and at lait into all the horrors of 
deiperation. 

The Rev. Dr. Oscoop, Minifler of a 
Church in Meditord, in the ttate of Maf- 
tachuietts, hos lately appeared before the 
public on * The Validity of Baptiin by 
Sprinkling, and the Right of Intants to 
that Ordinance, tupportcd and detended 
in two Difcourtes, delivered at Malden, 
in the Bee nnine of the Year 1804, oc- 
cafioned by the ictting-up of a Baprift 
Society in that Place’ However untuc- 
celsfal the efforts of theologians hitherto 
have been towards a (atistactory decition 
of this quettion, Dr. Ofgood is not on 
that account deterred fiom entering the 
lifts of controverly in the maintenance of 
his opinions. It mutt be conteild tha 
he wields the weapons of argument with 
fome force and dexterity, and feems to be 
in no refpect deficient in that contidence 
in his means of attack and his chances of 
fucceis which are requilite in an attempt 
to carry the war into an enemy's country. 
But, after all, it may be feriouily doubsed 
whether any good can arile from the agita- 
tion of fuch a queftion as this, which 
feems to be untulceptible of a final adjult- 
ment, and which will only ferve to em- 
bitter animotitics which long ago have 
attained an intemperate degree of vio~ 
lence.

The chara&er of the Rev. Dr. Ettor, 
of Bolton, has been long fo refpeétably 
known to the public, that it is fcarcely 
neceflary to fay they have received with 
high approbation ** A Sermon delivered 
betore the Members of the New North 
Religious Society, upon the Completion 
of their Houfe of Worthip.’’ The occa- 
fion furnithed an opportunity of giving an 
hiftorical fketch of that church from its 
firft eftablithment to the prefent time.— 
Such a retrofpect as this ferved to awaken 
2 crowd of recolleétions in which the 
hearts of his hearers were deeply intere ft- 
ed. The pathetic and impreffive manner 
in which this tafk is executed reflects 
equal credit on the heart and head of the 
author, and fully fuftains the excellent re- 
putation by which he is diftinguifhed 
wherever he is known. 

The Rev. Mr. Tuckerman’s Ser. 
mon preached at the Requeit of the an- 
cient and honourable Artillery Company 
of Bofton on the Day of their Ele&tion of 
Officers,” affords a refpe&table fpecimen 
of pulpit-compofition. The fermon is 
chiefly defigned to illuftrate the influence 
of Chriftian prisciples on general fociety, 
on the political ftate of a nation, and on 
the military character. The plan which 
the author had prefcribed to himfelf is 
executed in a manner that defcrves com- 
mendation. 

* Religion the only fure Bafis of Go- 
vernment,”’ a fermon preached before the 
General Court of the Siate of Maflachu- 
fetts, by the Rev. SamueL KENDALL, 
is one of the ele&tion-difcourfes which are 
annually delivered before the legiflature in 
molt of the New-England ftates. Thefe 
fermons are generally political ones, and 
highly tinétured with the intolerant no- 
tions of the dominant party. In that 
portion of the United States the pulpit has 
long been a powerfu] engine of party-po- 
litics, 

‘© A Sermon delivered at Plymouth 
(Maffachufetts) on the Anniverfary of 
the Landing of our Fathers in December 
1620, by the Rev. ALDEN BravForp, 
A.M.,” is the continuation of an old ha- 
bit, by which the goo! people of that part 
of New-Encland commemorate the vir- 
tues of their anceftors, the original fertlers 
ofthat colony.

The prevalence of malignant and mor- 
tal epicemies within the lait fifteen years 
his e nferred a new degree of value and 
Cignity on the profetlion, It has produced 
a the community a deeper ¢ mnviction of 
the importance of that branch of know- 


fledze. [t has awakened among phytici- 
ans themfelves a more ardent (pirit of re- 
leaich and inveflization, and bas impe led 
them, by an itrefitible ittraction, mto tie 
paths in which proteilional reputation and 
Wlebubiels are alone to be found. It has 
Coven them into controverlics, woven, 
bern u keenly agitated ind putting all their 
Powers On the fiye’vch, have pre duc-d 
Dolder in WUlies, more mMgenious and 
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more difcriminating theories, more precif 
and logical habits of thinking and reafon- 
ing. 

_ Another {pring to the extenfion of mes 
dical fcience in America has been given 
by the attonifhing progreis of the Medical 
School ot Philadelphia.’ This feminary 
has been rapidly rifling ever fince its frk 
efablithment, and has now acquired a ce- 
lebrity and maturity which piace it infi- 
nitely beyond any other infitution of that 
kind in the Weftern hemiiphere. The 
number of ftudents, already very great 
and conftantly increafing, wil in. the 
courfe of a tew years certainiy exceed five 
hundred. The learned profeilors in this 
{chool, holding a high Ration in point of 
genius and talents, and allured by the 
proipect of its exnanding reputation and 
ulefulnefs, and of the advantages which 
in contequence mutt accrue to them/elves 
and all concerned in it, are zealous ard 
indefatigable in undertaking every labour 
and exciting every enterprize which may 
concuce to 1's improvement. Exestions 
fo firenuous and perievering feldom mils 
their effect. Holding out to ttudents of 
phytic fuch pre-eminent advantages, Phi. 
ladelphia now atuacts them in crowds 
from all quarters of the United Stites. — 
The medical fchools in other parts ot 
America, poli iiing tew or none of thele 
advantages, and making hittle exertion to 
extend or improve their means of tittruc. 
tron, are dwindling fait in‘o u hanific ince. 
In Philadelohia therefore we bevold ere&- 
ed the grand luminary of medicine tor the 
Wertern World, witch already darts tte 
rays toevery corner of Norty- Ameica.— 
The utiliy of this concentration of me- 
cical hohe and influence, in order to pro- 
mote the propigation an {d-tfubon of them 
afterwards, mult be obvious to every one 
who contemplates the fubject.

The objeét of this performance 
is to exhibit the general doStrine of chro- 
nic dileafes, to thew the evil tendency of 
the ufe of tobacco upon young perfons, 
and more efpecially the pernicious effects 
of imoking fegars, and to offer obferva- 
tions on the ufe of ardent and vinous fpi- 
rits in general. This excellent publica- 
tion feems to be calculated to doa great 
deal of good, by faithfully warning young 
perions of the confequences they ought to 
apprehend from the abutfes and exceffes 
they daily cominit in the intemperate ufe 
of tobacco and intoxicating liquors. 

Dr. Ranp, of Bolton, has lately pub- 
hithed a ‘Vratt containing ** Obfervations 
on Phthiis Pulmonalis, and the Ule of 
Digitalis inthe Treatment of that Dif 
eafe ; with Practical Remarks on the Ule 
ot the Tepid Bath.” The fubftance of 
this publication was delivered not jong 
fince ina Difcourfe tothe Medical Society 
of Maflachuietts, at their annual meet- 
ing, and publifhed by their defre. It is 
to be feared the auther is too fanguine in 
his eflimate of the virtues of digitalis.— 
Mach has indeed occurred to diminifh the 
confidence which it was once believed 
might be placed in the efficacy of this ce- 
lebrated remedy. Dr, Rand, however, is 
well informed on the fubjeét, and has 
done enough to render this performance 
exceedingly inftiuctiveand ufcful.

Wile Rurope continves, as at prefent 
to be vidted with malignant and mad 
epidemics, fhe cannot view with ind fe. 
rence the progrefs of medicine in America, 
Vhe ravages of the yellow-fever in the 
Weit-Indies, and in North and South 
America, fo trequently repeated and con 
tinued now for fo long a feries of yeas, 
point to the phyfictans of thefe regions .s 
the beft qualificd, by experience and ob. 
fervation, to give a clear, practical, and 
exptrimental account of the dileafe. The 
writings of praétitioners 1 the Britith and 
French Welt- Indies have long held a high 
reputation. Thofe of North-America, 
and particularly of the United Sraies, 
have lately become very numerous, and 
have rifen to a high degree of authority, 
The feveral queitions concerning the ori- 
gin, nature, and treatment, of the ye: 
luw-tever, have there undergone diicul- 
ficns fo animated and enlightened, as t0 
place the fubject in a very fatisfactory point 
of view. The queftions of its origin and 
contagioufnefs have been agitated with an 
efpecial degree of zeal and icrutiny. A 
very fingular ftate of the public opinion 
feems to be the refult of thele inquiries. 
Certainly, nineteen phyficians or twenty 4 
the United States, and probably a muc 
laiger proportion, aifert the domeltic oi 
gin and non-contagiouinels of the yellow 
fever ; while periaps one-half of the 
merchants, and undoubtedly a majonty 
ot the populace, in the commercial — 
believe in the impcrtation of it from 
abroad.

difeale. It refults therefore from this 
fatement, that the great medical majority 
of the United States perfectly agree in 
opinion with the great majerity of Britith 
phylicians who have refided in the Weft 
Indies and written on the dileafes they 
had obferved; for all the molt eminent of 
the latter (with the exception of Dr. 
Chifholm) decidedly adopt the doSrine of 
the domeltic origin and non-contagioul- 
nels of the yellow-fever. 

To a perfon who refle&ts maturely on 
this fubject, it will not appear ftrange 
that the public miad fhould be fo divided. 
The queitions which prefent themfelve: 
are extremely complicated, and require 
the confideration of a much greater num- 
ber of parriculars than minds unaccuftom 
e' fo reafoning and to mental difentan- 
giement can poflibly ¢ mprehend. No 
portoan the hiftory of diteafes has been 
contidered as more myfterious or difficult 
ty cx lain than contagion. It is not won- 
vetal, then, that uninftructed minds 
fell fiad fuch little fauccefs in folving 
dihculties which had baffled the exertions 
of the moft erudite and vicorous. It is 
not wonderful that a fhort exalanation, 
which may be comprehended by every 
body, fhould be prererred to an intricate 
and lahorious inveltigation. To atfign to 
miznant epidemics a foreign origin, and 
to br.ng them from diftant regions ike an 
artcje of merchandize, is to folve the 
dticulty moft eafily and readily 5 It is 
cutting, teftead of untying, the Gordian- 
Knot. The fuperftition of importcd con- 
tsgion, like witcheraft, is intelligible to 
every capieity, fuperfed-s all seifoning, 
and arrives in a moment at the termination 
Of the inquiry. 

This muft be corfidered, Rowever, as 
‘rious queftion in regard to commerce, 
#) well as:omany of-the political, focial, 
and hofsi.able relations of different coun- 
tres. If the popular creed of the umpor- 
tation and exportation of malignant dii- 
“ales fhould prove to be untrue (as there 
iS indeed the createit reafon to believe), 
en commerce is burthened and re(trifted 
“ithout canfe, and the mott inconvenient 
Cetentio ‘S$ are impofed without benefir.— 
Many cities of the United Stares fufter 
S"evous injuries from this fource. Phil- 
alelphia, ence ative and flourfhing as 
“Dy ‘ci-port in the Union in her com- 
mercial afpeéts, is now rapidly withering 
Away. The ice deftroys her commerce in 
"le winter, and a fuperititious quarantine 
equally deltroys it in the fummer and au- 
‘tmn. Tt is aftonifhing that the acute-

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ne's of mercantile invettigations, prompt- 
ed by the love of gain, has never tho- 
r ughly penetrated this delufion, and 
that they fhould have profiied f lirtle by 
the inftru&tion of time and experience. — 
It the principle contended tor by the con- 
tacionitts had been true, from the enter- 
prize and extent of modern comunerce the 
world mult k ng tince have fuifved utter 
depopulation. Whar naion would be 
mad enough to permit the intercourte of 
com>erce, if this comme c- could make 
them lable to the intreduttion of difea‘es 
more deltructive than the natural final’ 
pox, and capable of imvadyny the fame 
perion repeatedly and for an ivdefinite 
number ot times ? If the fmall-pox were 
capable of attacking the fame ferfons 
repeatedly, like the malignant difeates 
whole importation is apprehended, what 
commun:ty could expect any other period 
to its ravaces than the dea h of the latt 
individual of their whole number? And 
though the f{mall-pox affects perions bue 
once in their lives, what comrauaity has 
ever fucceeded in the attempts tocxtermi- 
nate it? In fpite of all the rigour of the 
heft-devifid fyfems of quarantine, the 
fultle poif n would find conveyance, and, 
once intreduced, would for ever bid def. 
ance toevery attempt at ex’ermination. 

The error here undertaken to be com- 
bated, is a difgrac: to the ninettentn 
centurv. Medical «bferva icon and com- 
mercial experience, when civefed of pre- 
judice and fuperititi n, and permuted to 
be jult ta themiclves, are ail oppo'ed to 
it. Yet we fee governments claiming to 
be enlightene! and humone, ordaining 
confifeatron of property and the pins of 
death, in order to fhut out an evil from 
abroad, which can only exitt by domestic 
produ Stion.

he hifory of France is very ob’cure 
ontiy the time of Charlemaone. What 
we know of the preceding reigns has been 
ranumitted by a few ignorant and inte- 
reiel monks, and therefore merits but 
Iittle confideace. Oa aicending thiee 
hundred years higher, we dilcover the 
epoch when the Franks obtained poffeffion 
of a part of Gaul, and conferred their 
own name upon it. They fetiled there 
becaule that rich and cultivated country 
appeared far preferable to the. foil which 
give them birth. They did not deftr: oy 
the people who had fubmitted, but only 
impofed chiefs upon them, and changed 
tneir chara@ter and habits by degrees. 
They even adopted fome of their laws, and 
conformed themielves in many refpecis to 
their {cial organization. 
It we are to giveciedit to the French, 
7 an exception of the Hebrews and 
the Greeks alone, the records of no other 
naticonextends fo high, nor does any peo- 
ple appear to have played a greater patt 
in Europe, and that too at a time when 
the Romans were not known out of Italy. 
Untor tunately, ne ‘ver, they did not cul- 
tvate lelters ; we theretere are unable to 
ara trom themh elves what was the na- 
tore of their government, and the feries 
Of thetr exploits.

Phenumber and variety of ovalnut- trees 
throughout America is furprifing. They 
sound in every region, from the northern 
exreaity of the United States to the 
M flilip:, being an extent of eight hun- 
dred leagues trom north to fouth. M, 
Michaux carried home with him no leis 
thin five ditterent {pecies hitherto unde- 
tcrbed, and which appear to agree with 
the climate of Europe. 

Ihe country between Philadelphia and 
Lancalier is reprefented as far move ter- 
tile than th.t between New York and 
Philadelphia. It was covered with coin, 
and the fine vegetation indicated that the 
joil and climate were analogous. During 
this part of the journey, he oblerved the 
anona triloba, the fruit of which was as 
large asa hen’segg: this fhrubalfo grows 
in the neighbourhood of Philadelphia. 
As he approached to Carlifle, the country 
became mountainous and barren. White 
and red oaks, chefnuts, &c. were teen in 
great abundance in the foreits ; and on the 
jummits of the hills he remarked the 
quercus banifleri, 

The borders ofa profound torrent were 
covered with the andromeda, the wvacci- 
nium, and alio with a fpecies of the rbodo- 
dendrum, the flowers of which are per- 
ieStly white; but the leaves are more 
obtule than thofe of the rhodedendrum 
moximum. This fhrub is alfo to be found 
in the mountains of North Carolina; and 
as its feeds were in fall maturity when 
diicovered, they were immediately trant- 
mitted to France, where they appear to 
proiper, 

Phe magnolia acuminata is very com- 
Mon in the vicinity of the Juntata River, 
and is diftinguithed throughour the whole 
Country by the appellation of the ¢cacum- 
ber tree: the inhabitants of the diitant 
parts ot Pennfylvania, Virginia, and the 
Weilern countries, feep the green cones 
nwhikey, which extracts a bitter from 
them that is confidered a {pecific againit 
imermittent fevers. It is tuppofed, how- 
ever, that it would be leis in requet it 
tie infufion were to take place in water, 
witead ot {pirits. 

Phe inhabitants of the United States, 
We are told, exhibit a prodigt: us partiality 
fy iivong liquors.

Mr. W. Hamilton having informed 
M. M. during his journey to Lancatter, 
that at alittle diltance from Welt Liberty 
Town was to be found a firub, the trait 
of which might be made to produce moft 
excellent oil, he was determined to make 
the experiment. This according'y be- 
came one of the firit objets of his en- 
quirtes, as he contidered it a fubjcet of 
great public utility, to be able to ditcover 
a vegetable production, which, in addition 
to the advantages appertaining to the 
olive, re-united that of {upporting the 
cold of nomthern climates. It was tound 
by him on his fir excurfion, aod he 
j ftantly recocnized it to be the fame his 
father had met with in the inountains 
ef South Car lina, and which, norwithe 
ftanding all his care, he was unable to 
aturalize in his garden near to Charlef 
town, Mir. Hamilton, alo, had never 
been able to make it tucceed with him,

Thev are not fo much addicted to 
tpirituous liquors; and are not, like 
them, peffeflid with the maxia of wan- 
dering from plce to place, and changing 
their habitati-ns on the flighteft motive, 
in order to emigrate feveral hundreds of 
miles, in hopes of being able to difcover 
a mre fertile traét of country.”

In 1748, Marmontel produced Denis le 
Tyran (Dionyhus the Tyrant), the firtt 
and beit of his tragedies. Mademoittlie 
Gauilin and Macdemoifelle Claiion dif- 
pured on this occation which of them 
ghould act the part of Ariete, and the 
author pofeffed tufficient courage to refule 
it to the more hand{ome of the two, and 
ulfo at that time the greater favourite, in 
order to bettow it on her who even then 
promifed to be the betrer actrels, and at 
Jength actually became fo. 

M. Marmontel contumed five whole 
years in writing for the itage; and during 
this interval he compofed four trage lies, 
the fuccets of which regularly dimivithed 
with the number. At lengtn be guiited 
Melpomene, who in truth had quittcd 
him, in order to refide at Verfai.les as 
fecretary-general of the buildings, an of- 
fice which Madame de Pompadour had 
obtained for hum, in the department of 
M. de Marigny, her brother. 

H's fituation under this demi-minitter, 
however, was not very comlortable; for 
at a period when the proudeft nobles lived 
in the moft eafy familiarity with men of 
letters, M. de Marigny affected great dif 
tance towards a dittinguiflied writer, 
whofe very name contributed to confer ho- 
nour on his adminiftration. 

Here follows a fhort extract, in which 
the charaéter of his earlicft and beft friend 
1S fully depicted. One morning while 
Voltaire was ftill in bed, Thiriot was in- 
troduced into his apartmeiit.

While at Verfailles, Marmontel became 
acquainted with M. Quefnay, a very ce 
lebrated man, tor he was the frat Frenc 
man who turned the attention of the go 
vernment towards the importance of agii- 
culture, and demonitriated the propriety 
of employing capitals in it; the necethry 
of auginenting thete captals, and the 
utility of encouraging this balis ot na- 
tional wealth by the liber’y of commerce.

M. Marmontel haviog fo n after o 
tained the privilege vi publaihing 

La Niereu y 
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Mercury for his friend Boifly, fupported 
that work by means of his Contes Afo- 
raux. At this period he refided in the 
hou‘e of Madame Gcofftin in Paris, and 
having one day the imprudence torecitea 
few fatirical verfes in a company of fix 
perfons only, of which he him(elt was not 
the author, he received an order next 
morning from the Duked’Aumont, whole 
name had been made free with, either to 
point out the perfon who had compofed 
the libel, orto repair to the Baltille. He 
accordingly fubmitted to his fate ; for be- 
ing deterinined nct to betray a friend, he 
was imprifoned for a few days. Not- 
withftanding this difagreeable event, which 
plainly demonfrates what kind of govern. 
ment prevailed at that period in France, 
Marmontel at length became a member of 
the French academy, and even hiliorio- 
grapher of France.

Boileau, the mot judicious of the 
French poets, is alfo the one who hasbeen 
moft cenfured, and moft cruelly attacked 
by ervy.

his Satires, and accordingly gave crea 
offence. Scudery, Defmaret, and Pradon, 
printed the mott grofs afperiions by way 
of reply to his raitlery, and Vilé proved in 
the Mercury that he did not underfand 
Prench. Voltaire himielf, even Voltaire, 
fo adinivably calcwtated to appreciate the 
author of the Autriz, did not always do 
juftice to him ; and this very circumttance 
muft be allowed to have been a blemifi in 
the character of that greit man. 

On the other hand, Boileau has had 
many admirers, and among others M. 
Fabre, who reprefents him ‘as lathing 
Cotin and Pradon on one hand with the 
whip of fatire, while with the other be 
crowns Arnauld and Racine with laureis. 
He raifes altars (adds his panegyrift) to 
Titus, and overthrows the trophies of 
Alexander. He confers on the epic Mu 
the {mile of Thalia, gives laws to ret 
naffus, a rival to his models, and to theat 
Zoilufes avanquifher.” >

‘© Reignier fometimes infufed into it a 
ceitain nervous vivacity ; for pomp, 
grandeur, energy, the fublimity of fenti- 
ment, it was indebted to Corneille; to 
Fontaine for grace and ingenuouinels. 

*¢ Boileau then came into exiftence, and 
to thofe parts of the ait already acquired 
he added correétion, precifion, a contiau- 
ity of elegance, a happicr and more felect 
invention of tivle, togeiher with moie pro- 
portion afd art. He declared himfelt the 
detender of good tafte, and cach of his 
works produced a revolu ion.” 

After mentioning the taults of the great 
Corneille, he continues thus :

French {cene from fuch a danger. 

. ben But this very Ricine, fo pure in him- 
felt, and the model of ‘uch exquifite tate 
in reeard to others, it he had not been ft» 
tarly enlightened by the countels of his 
triend, would undoubtedly have facrificed 
imleif to the fanaticifm of public opini- 
On, as may be eafily euciled trom his ear- 
lier works. We have (een how Boileau 
brought him back to nature, whence he 
had taken pleafure to depart. 
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ee Thus it would he ungrateful Not to 
do honour to Boileau, and acknowl] loe 
that we are indebted to hin for p rae 
of the perte€tion of our theatre,—rhat t 
all the branches of literature which bag 
reflected moft henour on our naion, and 
in relfpect to which we have neither mo« 
dels por rivals.”

The author has not prefixed his name 
to this little work, but it is well known 
that,it was written by the fame pen as 
that which produced ** Reifon & Folie ;” 
and it is almoft unneceflary to obierve, 
that it was compoled for the exprefs pur- 
pofe of confirming Bonaparte’s preten- 
fions to the diadem,

Gengifkan Emperor of the Moguls 
made his appearance towards the middle 
of the twelith century. He is one of the 
mot famous warriors in the annals of the 
world; and never did any conqueror over- 
run a gteater extent of country, or fub- 
jugate more nations. 

Voltaire, in his tragedy of ** The Or- 
phan of China,’? makes a hero of him; 
but hiftory reprefents him as a rufhan who 
converted Afra into an immenie cemetery, 
where he reigned by means of carnage 
and delolation. Of his four fons, none of 
them, Tulikan excepted, was tage, jutt, 
or hvmane. The others refembled ther 
father, both in courage and ferocity. 

The above are hbiitorical truths, and 
ferve as the bafis of the preient work 5; we 
10w come to thofe that have been fuper- 
added. 

Gengiikan, after conquering and defo- 
Jating China, diftributed his immenfe ac- 
quifitions among his children, who were 
to govern them during his ablence. To 
the baughty Ogothat was confided Tar- 
tary; the fierce Azar was entruited with 
the management of Perfia and Arabia, 
while Cathay fellto the lot of young Tu- 
likan. The author does not name the 
fourth fon; it is uncertain, therefore, 
whether he accompanied his father in bis 
triumphal cireer, or was entrutted with 
the management of any f€parate ftate. 

Yelu, Vice roy of Latong, was in- 
debted for his life toa noble action, which

education, the f{ciences, and morals rear 
their heads; letters are etteemed and ho- 
noured. Thefe benefits are not forgotten, 
Tultkan is beloved by the people whom 
he has rendered happy: but above all, he 
is efteemed by Arzemi, the daughter ot 
Altong King of Cathay, who, after be. 
ing vanquilhed by Gengifkan, dettroyed 
himfelf, by fetting fire to the royal pa 
lace, with a view of efcaping trom the 
fury of the conqueror. 

At this aw{picious epoch, Azar, bro- 
ther of Tulikan, being on his death-bed, 
earneftly defires to fee him, and a depu- 
tation from the Perfian court implores his 
preience. Unable to reiift the variovs 
motives by which he had been urged, he 
fets out, beholds Azar expire, appt 
the troubles cf the kingdom, and reitors 
their ancient government (0 the Periiars. 

In the mean time, during his ablenc

On the return of Tulikan, he learns 
that Tierzois in company with his fier ; 
he felicitates himfelf at the event, and is 
in hopes thit ke will approve of his paf- 
fon. In the mean time, Azemi conveys 
information to him of her brother's pro- 
jects, on which be repairs to his apart- 
ment, and addreflks him in the following 
manner : 

‘© T am informed of all thy defigns ; it 
is thy with to afluffinate me. Behold me 
now betore thee—alone and unarmed— 
ftiike, and re-plunge thy native country 
into defolation.”” 

This a&t of boldnefs aftonifh:s Fienzo, 
and the Prince feizes the moment, as his 
father was jult dead, to make him an offer 
to reign over Cathay, while he and his 
iiter fhould repair to Perfia, and give laws 
to an obedient people. 

Fienzo appears to yield—he rejoins 
Azemi—reminds her of her oath—and 
holding up a poniard in one hand and a 
poiloned chalice in the other, he 
cives her the choice. He ihen flabs him- 
iclf, while the filer diinks the fatal 
Cr ught. 

Ox hearing of this terrible catattrophe, 
Tulikan inftantly repairs to the {pot, and 
13 Overwhelmed with defpair. He re- 
ceives the laft words, and the lalt fighs of 
Azemi; amidit the profound agonies of 
his grief, he wifhes to die; but Yelu re- 
minds him of his duties in a fpeech re- 
pete with good fenfe as well as feotiment. 
The obedient King hears, and confen s te 
uveand reign:

The author confecrates the three firft 
cantos to the defcription of the infancy of 
that art, which has rendered man the maf- 
ter of a formidable, and often a perfidi- 
ous element. He then treats of ancient 
Egypt, of the Phenicians, of Greece, of 
the voyage of the Argonauts, of the in- 
vention of fails, and of the long and 
bloody wars between Rome and Carthage. 
At length Chriftopher Columbus difco- 
vers an unknown world, and his unex- 
pected fuccefs produces a due degree of 
emulation on the part of all the furround- 
ing nations. , 

The poet next defcribes the voyage of 
Vafquez di Gama, after which he devells 
on the fanguinary fpirit of rivalthip, 
which has prevailed for fo many centuries, 
between England and France. On this 
occafion, he does not forget to boait of 
the glory of the nation ot which he him- 
felf conftitutes a part, and he terminates 
the whole with an analyfis, pointing out 
how much navigation is indebted to the 
progre{e of the other {ciences, while they, 
on the other hand, have reccived great be- 
nefits from the difcoveries of Wallis, Bi. 
ron, Bougainville, Anfon, Surville, &c. 

The foltowing lines, which contain the 
infructions of Louis XVI. to La Pev- 

roufe, on his departure, confer honour 
bpon that unfortunate monarch :
